3. Claims 1, 3, 4, 6, and 8 are allowed because the closest prior art, Paul et al ("Reliable 
Multicast Transport Protocol (RMTP)), fails to anticipate or render obvious the concept of 
reducing packet loss during multicast data transmission in a wireless communication 
environment by retransmitting by the repeater terminal in each group according to the arranged 
order the multicast packets to each of the terminal in the group, in combination with all other 
limitations in the claim (s) as defined by applicant.

Paul et al. discloses reliable multicast method, but does not retransmitting by the repeater 
terminal in each group according to the arranged order the multicast packets to each of the 
terminals in the group.
